SUMMARY 


On March 3, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team, comprised of Lieutenant 
David Flores, ЖШ Sergeants Daniel Martin, # Ж and Jose Uribe, 

responded to Lakewood Station regarding an on-duty deputy involved hit shooting. 
Suspect Steven Paul Hohn (hereafter referred to as Suspect Hohn) sustained three 
gunshot wounds (one chest, two abdomen). He was subsequently transported to Long 
Beach Memorial Medical Center where he was treated for his injuries. The involved 
deputies were not injured during the incident. On April 17, 2017, this case was 
reassigned to Sergeant Israel Renteria and later reassigned to Sergeant John Gutierrez 
on September 21, 2017. 


IAB Lieutenant Flores confirmed the on-duty watch commander, Lieutenant Егіс 
Lindblom, # took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness 
personnel did not discuss the incident amongst themselves, or with uninvolved persons 
prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB Lieutenant 
Flores confirmed the involved personnel gathered in the company of a supervisor until 
they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Judith Luera, and Timothy O'Quinn, ЯН under the 
supervision of Lieutenant ЯШ from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the shooting 
investigation. For further information regarding the shooting investigation refer to the 
Homicide Bureau casebook under URN #015-04400-1328-056 [Exhibit A]. 
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SYNOPSIS 


On March 3, 2015, at approximately 1207 hours, Lakewood Station Deputy Sergio 
Santoyo, Unit 1320), and Deputy Brian Nowell, EE (Unit 13272) were 
dispatched to 2157" Street, in the City of Lakewood, regarding a routine 
“Suspicious Person” call for service. A copy of the related Incident Record, number 
LKD15062-0215, is located in Miscellaneous Documents. 


Witness called the Lakewood Sheriff's Station to report Һег ЕШ 
(Suspect Hohn) wanted to be arrested and said there was a warrant outstanding for his 
arrest. told the station operator Suspect Hohn was a sex offender, and he was 
waiting on the front porch of the residence. 


At approximately 1433 hours, Deputy Santoyo and Deputy Nowell arrived at the call for 
service. They approached Witness who was sitting on the front porch 
bench. While speaking to the Witness Уго stepped ош of 


the house, onto the front porch. 


Deputy Santoyo and Deputy Nowell asked Witness if he was Suspect Hohn. 
Witness И оа the deputies Suspect Hohn was across the street, walking toward 
them. Both deputies turned and walked toward the street to contact Suspect Hohn. 
Deputy Santoyo and Deputy Nowell approached Suspect Hohn, who was standing on 
the north portion of 215" Street. Both deputies were on the south portion of 215" Street 
while they spoke to him. Refer to aerial photograph #5975 to see the layout of area 
where this incident occurred [Exhibit В). 


Both deputies saw a knife іп the suspect's hand, which was in the open-blade position. 
Both deputies repeatedly ordered the suspect to drop the knife, but Suspect Hohn 
ignored their commands. 


Deputy Nowell went to Deputy Santoyo's patrol vehicle to retrieve a Taser, entering the 
front passenger door. While Deputy Nowell was reaching into the patrol vehicle to 
retrieve the Taser, Suspect Hohn advanced toward Deputy Santoyo. Deputy Santoyo 
repeatedly ordered Suspect Hohn to stop and drop the knife, but Suspect Hohn ignored 
his commands. 


Suspect Hohn told Deputy Santoyo, “No. Fuck you. You're going to have to shoot me.” 
Suspect Hohn held the knife in his right hand and continued to advance toward Deputy 
Santoyo. Deputy Santoyo stepped backwards several feet, but Suspect Hohn closed 
the distance to him, coming within eight to ten feet. Fearing for his life, and the life of 
his partner, Deputy Santoyo fired three rounds from his duty weapon, striking Suspect 
Hohn in the chest and abdomen. 


Deputy Santoyo requested the duplex patch, via his radio. He broadcasted to the 


Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC), 9-9-8, which indicated he was involved іп а 
shooting [Exhibit C, SCC radio traffic]. Deputy Nowell advised SCC he needed 
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medical assistance for the suspect and he coordinated additional units to assist and to 
secure the area. 


Deputy Santoyo and Deputy Nowell stepped back to place distance between them and 
Suspect Hohn, who was still holding the knife. While Suspect Hohn was lying on the 
ground, the deputies gave him commands to drop the knife. The suspect initially 
ignored their commands, but he eventually tossed the knife away from his person. 


Deputy Santoyo kept his duty weapon pointed at Suspect Hohn as both deputies 
approached him. Deputy Nowell visually checked Suspect Hohn, but no other weapons 
were found. 


Suspect Hohn was transported to Long Beach Memorial Medical Center for treatment 
for his gunshot wounds. 


The entire incident was captured by security surveillance cameras that were mounted 
on a house located at 215" Street, Lakewood [Exhibit D, 12452 215!" Street, 
surveillance video]. The surveillance video recording was consistent with the 
deputies’ accounts. 


IAB Note: A comparison of the surveillance video footage time 
stamp and the SCC radio transmission revealed an 
approximate fifty five minute time difference, which was 
determined to be a time demarcation error in the privately 
owned surveillance video. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of Suspect Hohn by Deputy Santoyo. In their 
letter of opinion dated June 1, 2017, Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby 
concluded Deputy Santoyo acted in lawful self-defense [Exhibit Е].

SUSPECT INJURIES 

Suspect Hohn sustained one gunshot wound to his chest, and two gunshot wounds to 

his abdomen. As a result of his injuries, Suspect Hohn was paralyzed from the waist 

down and suffered liver damage. 

IAB Note: Suspect Hohn’s lab results from Long Beach Memorial 
Hospital returned positive for Benzodiazepine. Refer to lab 
results in Miscellaneous Documents. 

IAB Note: Benzodiazepine is a drug that affects the neurotransmitters іп 
the brain. Benzodiazepine is used to treat anxiety and 
depression. 

DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

No deputies were injured during the course of this incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

All physical evidence was located and collected by Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department Homicide Bureau and Scientific Services Bureau personnel. For 
descriptions of the evidence collected and where it was collected, see the Homicide 


Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, pages 112-126]. Also see scene photographs of the 
evidence [Exhibit B]. 
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INVESTIGATORS OBSEVATIONS 


The scene was described in detail by Homicide Bureau Investigators Raymond Lugo, 
ШЕШЕ and Joseph Ramirez, + Ш, and documented with photographs. The 
scene description covered the entire incident and shooting location. The descriptions 
were consistent with the observations of the IAB investigators who responded to the 
scene. 


Forensic Identification Specialists Yvette Gonzalez, HEMI, Alexis Alusha, EE, 
and Stefanie Marr, ШШ. assisted Homicide Bureau investigators with the 
processing of the crime scene. For details, see the Homicide Bureau casebook 
[Exhibit A pages 44-46]. Their description of the scene was consistent with the initial 
IAB investigator's observations. The scene was also photographed and sketched by 
the Sheriffs Department Scientific Services Bureau. Included as a permanent record 
within the IAB casebook are compact discs containing aerial photographs of the scene, 
photographs of involved deputy personnel, and scene investigation photographs 
[Exhibit B]. For a copy of the crime scene sketch and evidence collected, see 
[Exhibit F]. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY SANTOYO 


Deputy Santoyo fired three rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department issued Smith & Wesson M&P semiautomatic pistol, serial number 
HRK3775. The firearm was examined by Homicide Investigators Luera and O’Quinn. 
They later released custody of the firearm to Deputy John Chun of the 105 Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau Crime Lab, who subsequently 
booked the firearm into evidence for further examination. Deputy Ѕапіоуо'ѕ weapon 
was found to be functional. See Scientific Services Bureau's Test Fire and Function 
Check Report [Exhibit G].

No property damage was identified. 
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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred in the City of Lakewood, at 1435 hours. The weather was clear 
and cool. 
RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators reviewed Sheriff's Communications Center's (SCC) 
radio traffic associated with the incident [Exhibit I]. The following is a brief synopsis of 
those transmissions: 

DISPATCH CHANNEL 


1435 Hours — Deputy Santoyo requested the duplex patch. He puts out radio traffic 
advising of a deputy-involved shooting. 


1435 Hours — Deputy Nowell requests the Fire Department for a wounded suspect. 
1436 — Deputy Nowell coordinates units to contain the crime scene. 

1445 — Units switch to A-Tac 4. SCC drops the duplex patch.

Frequency A-Tac 4 was used by Lakewood Station personnel at the command post to 
coordinate their resources. 


SURVEILLANCE VIDEO 


During a canvass of the scene, Homicide Bureau investigators discovered video 
surveillance at г ARY Street (Times obtained from video display. Time оп the 
display is approximately fifty five minutes faster than actual time). Internal Affairs 
Bureau Investigators reviewed the surveillance footage associated with the incident 
[Exhibit D]. The following is a brief synopsis of the footage:

03:33:15 - Deputies approach Suspect Hohn.

On March 3, 2015, Deputy Brian Nowell was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Luera and O'Quinn. The interview was summarized in the Homicide 


Bureau casebook [Exhibit A, page 35-36]. The interview was transcribed and placed 
as a permanent record within the IAB case file. 
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Internal Affairs Bureau Interview 


On April 20, 2018, at approximately 1211 hours, Deputy Nowell was interviewed at 
Internal Affairs Bureau by IAB Sergeants John Gutierrez and Andy Ruiz. The interview 
was audio recorded and transcribed.

Deputy Sergio Santoyo (132D). Deputy Nowell had been in patrol for approximately 
текені Не was assigned to Lakewood Station in Мау, 2000. 


Deputy Nowell said he was dispatched to [J 215" Street regarding a “Suspicious 
Person” call for service. Deputy Nowell said the call indicated Steven Hohn (Suspect) 
was at the location and wanted to be arrested for not reporting as a sex registrant. 
Deputy Nowell followed Deputy Santoyo to the call from a 


Deputy Nowell said he arrived at the house with Deputy Santoyo and he approached a 
male (Witness | ШВ who was sitting on the front porch. Deputy Nowell asked Witness 
ШЕШ пе was “Steve.” Witness directed them to Suspect Hohn, who was across 
the street, walking south toward them. 


Deputy Nowell said he and Deputy Santoyo walked toward Suspect Hohn, who was 
standing on the north side of 215" Street. Deputy Nowell said he saw Suspect Hohn 
holding a knife in his hand. He immediately gave Suspect Hohn commands to drop the 
knife. Suspect Hohn replied, “No.” Deputy Nowell said Suspect Hohn was not angry 
and appeared calm, but he did not follow his commands to drop the knife. Deputy 
Nowell asked Deputy Santoyo if he had a Taser in his patrol vehicle. Deputy Nowell 
went to Deputy Ѕапќоуо'ѕ vehicle that was adjacent to him, to retrieve the Taser that 
was hanging from the headrest. 


ТАВ Note: Scientific Services Bureau photographed the interior of Deputy 
Santoyo’s vehicle [Exhibit B, photos, #4773]. Deputy 
Santoyo’s Taser was in a holster, hanging from the 
Shotgun, adjacent to the passenger seat headrest. 


Deputy Nowell said as he was retrieving the Taser from the vehicle, he heard three 
gunshots. He directed his attention back toward Deputy Santoyo who appeared to have 
backed up from the last position he saw him prior to retrieving the Taser. Deputy 
Nowell noticed Deputy Santoyo had his gun pointed at Suspect Hohn, who was lying in 
the gutter in front of ШШИ215" Street. 


Deputy Nowell said he checked if Deputy Santoyo was okay. He then focused his 


attention toward Suspect Hohn. Deputy Nowell said he requested medical assistance 
over the duplex patch and directed assisting units to respond and to contain the area. 
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Deputy Nowell said he approached Suspect Hohn, checked him for additional weapons 
and surveyed his injuries. Deputy Nowell said he asked Suspect Hohn why he did not 
drop the knife when ordered. Suspect Hohn told Deputy Nowell he wanted Deputy 
Santoyo to shoot him. Deputy Nowell did not fire his weapon during the incident. 


Deputy Nowell was relieved at the scene and transported to Lakewood Sheriff's Station 
by Sergeant Vernola.

On April 13, 2018, at approximately 1309 hours, Deputy Santoyo was interviewed at 
Internal Affairs Bureau by IAB Sergeants John Gutierrez and Omar Camacho. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of the 
interview: 


On March 3, 2015, Deputy Santoyo was working patrol оп day shift (1320) along with 
Deputy Nowell (132T2). Deputy Santoyo had been in patrol for approximately ЕШ 
ШЕШ Не was assigned to Lakewood Station in September, 2012. 


Deputy Santoyo said he was dispatched іо 215" Street regarding a “Suspicious 
Person,” a routine call for service. The call indicated Steven Hohn (Suspect) was a 
sexual offender registrant and that he was waiting for the deputies in front of the 
location. Prior to responding, Deputy Santoyo contacted the sex registrant investigator 
at Lakewood Station. Не was informed Suspect Hohn was|

In addition, Deputy Santoyo reviewed the call for service and noted there 
was no indication in the call details that Suspect Hohn was armed. During the time he 
contacted the station investigator, Deputy Santoyo coordinated with Deputy Nowell who 
met him in a predetermined location, prior to driving to the call for service. 
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Deputy Santoyo said he drove to {һе call for service and Deputy Nowell followed him іп 
a separate patrol car. Deputy Santoyo arrived at the location and contacted a male 
(Wines wi os sitting on the front porch, located at =. Street. He 
asked Witness if he was “Steven” (Suspect Hohn). Witness told him, “No.” 
Deputy Santoyo said as he was talking to Witness а male (Witness 

a exited the front door. Deputy Santoyo asked Witness if he 
was “Steven,” which he replied, “No.” Deputy Santoyo said one of the witnesses said, 
“You're looking for пу" and directed him toward Suspect Hohn, who was 
walking toward them from across the street. Deputy Santoyo said the Есіс not 
indicate whether or not Suspect Hohn was armed with a weapon. In addition, he 
pointed out there was nothing specified in the call for service details to indicate Suspect 
Hohn was armed or agitated. 


Deputy Santoyo said he and Deputy Nowell walked toward Suspect Hohn. Deputy 
Santoyo said Suspect Hohn walked calmly across the street, with his arms down to his 
side. Deputy Santoyo said as Suspect Hohn got closer, he noticed Suspect Hohn was 
holding a box cutter knife in his right hand, with the blade in the extended position. 
Deputy Santoyo said he told Suspect Hohn to put the knife down so they could talk. 
Suspect Hohn looked down and said, “No.” Deputy Santoyo, again, told Suspect Hohn 
to put the knife down, which he replied, “Fuck you.” 


Deputy Santoyo said he removed his duty weapon from his holster and pointed it at 
Suspect Hohn. Deputy Santoyo said he was approximately fifteen feet away from 
Suspect Hohn when he drew his weapon. Deputy Santoyo said Deputy Nowell asked 
him if he had a Taser, which he replied was in his patrol car. As Deputy Nowell was 
retrieving the Taser, Deputy Santoyo said he repeatedly ordered Suspect Hohn to drop 
the knife, which he kept replying, “No.” Deputy Santoyo said Suspect Hohn displayed a 
more aggressive look on his face. 


Deputy Santoyo said after repeated orders to drop the knife, Suspect Hohn replied, “No. 
Fuck you. You're gonna have to kill me.” Deputy Santoyo said Suspect Hohn raised 
his arm while holding the knife, and he quickly advanced toward him. Deputy Santoyo 
said he stepped back away from Suspect Hohn to keep distance between them. 

Deputy Santoyo said he could not let Suspect Hohn get closer without risking his, and 
his partner's safety. Deputy Santoyo said Suspect Hohn was approximately eight feet 
away from him when he fired his duty weapon three times. 


Deputy Santoyo said he had good eyesight alignment, and good point of aim at Suspect 
Hohn. Deputy Santoyo said he did not see any foot or vehicle traffic on the street prior 
to the shooting. 


Deputy Santoyo said he requested emergency radio communication with SCC, and 
advised he was involved in a deputy involved shooting. Deputy Santoyo said Deputy 
Nowell broadcast his location, requested medical assistance, and directed assisting 
units to block off the area. 
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Deputy Santoyo said he kept Suspect Hohn at gunpoint іп case һе tried to retrieve the 
knife that fell to the ground after he was shot. Deputy Santoyo said Deputy Nowell 
approached Suspect Hohn and held him on the ground until medical assistance arrived. 


Deputy Santoyo said he was relieved at the scene and transported to Lakewood 
Sheriff's Station by Sergeant O'Donohue and Lieutenant Powers. 


Deputy Santoyo was not injured during the incident.
